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SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING, MARCH 9, 1954 


The meeting was opened with prayer by Rev. Ca- 
hoon. 


Leonard Sawyer was chosen Moderator for the 
ensuing year and was sworn in by Mildred Baston. 


Mildred Baston was chosen Clerk for the ensuing 
year and the Moderator was instructed to cast one 
ballot for Mrs. Baston. The clerk was sworn in by the 
Moderator. 


Glen Stevens and Gardner Duval were nominated 
as candidates for the school board for the ensuing 
three years. The voters were instructed to prepare 
their ballots. The Moderator appointed as tellers Mau- 
rice Boyd, Tina Avery, Ethel Downing and Tom Saw- 
yer. The total votes cast were 132; necessary for 
choice, 67. Results: Everett Kinne, 1; Claire Bailey, 2; 
Glen Stevens, 50; Gardner Duval, 79. The Moderator 
declared Gardner Duval elected member of the School 
Board for the ensuing three years. 


Fred Brown made the motion that the article 
prior to article 9 be passed pro tempore, and that we 
proceed with article 9. Howard Sawyer supported this 
motion. The vote was in the affirmative. The follow- 
ing were nominated as candidates for election to the 
school board for one year: Glen Stevens, Claire Bailey 
and Everett Kinne. The voters were instructed to pre- 
pare their ballots. The Moderator appointed the follow- 
ing as tellers: Maurice Boyd, Tina Avery, Ethel Down- 
ing and Tom Sawyer. The total votes cast were 125: 
necessary for choice, 63. Results: Everett Kinne, 11; 
Glen Stevens, 48; Claire Bailey, 66. The Moderator de- 
clared Claire Bailey as duly elected member of the 
School Board for the coming year. Mr. Duval and Mrs. 
Bailey were sworn in by the Moderator. 
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Returning to article 4, the motion was made and 
seconded nominating Mildred Baston as Treasurer for 
the ensuing year.

Rosemary Copenhaver 
then moved that this motion be amended in favor of 
an increase in salary for school board members, $150 
to be paid the chairman and $100 each to the other 
members of the board. The motion was then made and 
seconded that the members of the School Board should 
be paid in the following manner: $150 per annum to 
the chairman; $100 per annum to the other two mem- 
bers of the board; the salary of the truant officer and 
other officers or agents of the district to remain the 
same. The vote was in the affirmative. 


Howard Sawyer moved that the reports of the 
agents, auditors, and officers be accepted as published 
in the school report. Rosemary Copenhaver supported 
the motion. The vote was in the affirmative. 


The following were nominated as auditors for the 
district: Wilfred Curtis, Fred Brown and Glen Stev- 
ens. Rosemary Copenhaver moved and the motion was 
seconded by Mr. Keating, that Messrs Curtis, Brown 
and Stevens be named as auditors. The vote was in the 
affirmative. 

Gertrude Cloud then moved that the budget be 
taken up item by item. This motion was supported by 
Maurice Sherrick. The vote was in the affirmative. 
Fred Brown moved that the salaries for the district 
officers be accepted as presented. Gardner Duval sec- 
onded this motion. The vote was in the affirmative. It 
was moved and seconded that the superintendent’s 
salary (local share) be accepted as presented. The 
vote was in the affirmative. Rosemary Copenhaver 
moved that the entire bracket under “Instruction” be 
accepted as presented. Supported by Philip Lowden. 
Vote in the affirmative. Sherwood Avery moved that 
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the bracket under “Operation of the School Plant” be 
accepted as presented. Seconded by Fred Gilman. Vote 
in the affirmative. Newton Avery moved that the en- 
tire bracket under “Maintenance of School Plant” be 
accepted as presented. Motion supported by Maurice 
Boyd. Vote in the affirmative. Rosemary Copenhaver 
moved that the entire bracket under “Auxiliary Activ- 
ities’ be accepted as presented. Motion supported by 
Fred Brown. Vote in the affirmative. 


Fred Brown then moved that the remainder of 
the budget be presented under the headings of “Fixed 
Charges,” “Contingency Fund” and “Capital Outlay” 
be accepted as presented. Howard Sawyer supported 
the motion. Vote in the affirmative. 


Fred Brown moved that all elective officers of 
the school district be placed on a non-partisan ballot. 
Motion supported by Gardner Duval. Rosemary Copen- 
haver suggested the legality of such a motion be inves- 
tigated. Fred Brown suggested that the state legis- 
lature be asked for permission to have the town and 
school officers placed on the same ballot. He claimed 
that it would not cost any more money to the town 
and that one set of ballot clerks could serve for the 
entire ballot. Glen Stevens voiced the opinion that this 
must be a special article in the warrant in order to be 
legal. Howard Sawyer agreed. Gardner Duval amended 
Mr. Brown’s previous motion as follows: A non-parti- 
san ballot be adopted for all elective officers of the 
school district with the provision that this article will 
take effect only if legal under law. Philip Lowden fur- 
ther amended the motion as follows: That all elective 
officers of the school district be placed on a non-par- 
tisan ballot with the provision that this article take 
effect only if legal under state law and in the event 
of the illegality of this article, the School Board be 
advised to place this article in the warrant for next 
year. The vote was in the affirmative.

Dear Mr. Bowie: 


I hereby submit my second report as Principal of 
the Woodstock Schools. 


The 1954-55 school year began on September 8, 
with a total enrollment of 195 pupils in the twelve

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In the High School, Miss Roslyn Israel teaches the 
Languages and Social Studies, Mrs. William Ramsden 
teaches the Commercial subjects, and Mr. William 
Ramsden teaches the Math and Science. In the Grades, 
Mr. Daniel Brown teaches the 8th, Mrs. Irene Sinclair 
teaches in the 7th, and also supervises our entire mu- 
sic program, Mrs. Hoff remains in Grade 6. Mrs. Dan- 
iel Brown this year is teaching grade 1, and Mrs. Amos, 
who taught last year in the lower school, is now teach- 
ing the 2nd grade. In the lower school, three grades 
are holding forth ... the 4th, which is taught by Mrs. 
Altha Gay, and a combined 3rd and 5th being taught 
by Mrs. Marjorie Uhlman. 


You will note from the figures on perfect attend- 
ance included in this report... that there are still 
some parents who realize the importance of punctual 
and regular attendance. In some cases, however, par- 
ents are indifferent, and even dishonest, in allowing 
children to remain away from school, and covering up 
with written excuses which we know, on occasion, have 
been completely untrue. 


In my thinking, school attendance is still a priv- 
ilege, and carries with it a certain obligation. I cannot 
emphasize too strongly the fact . . . that the late ar- 
rival causes a commotion in at least two rooms, usual- 
ly, and that this commotion is unsettling, and disrupts 
the teaching-learning situation considerably. Also, of 
course, non-attendance is a major cause of the poor 
academic showing of some of our pupils. 


We have a total of 40 pupils in the high school... 
but here alone, we have, in only one-half of the school 
year, had 267 half-days of non-attendance, and 50 
eases of tardiness! 


We continue to fall a greater distance behind... 
in our failure to provide, for our increasing number of 
girl pupils in 'the high school, any sort of a Domestic 
Arts program ...a program which is today considered 
indispensable in any modern high school. 
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In a day when vandalism, robbery, assault, and 
reckless autodriving seem to provide the major ave- 
nues to adventure for youths with plenty of energy 
and too much leisure time ... Wwe have no gym avail- 
able in which we can consistantly operate a sound pro- 
gram of Physical Education and an interesting and 
highly valuable Intramural and Interscholastic sports 
Program for both boys and girls. 


In the classroom, as outside, we are limited. Our 
curriculum is narrow, and often, inflexible... largely 
because of lack of space, inadequate equipment, and 
heavy teacher-load. Our crowded classrooms do not 
meet minimum standards for high schools. Our shop 
facilities and our Science Laboratory are inadequate, 
by even minimum state standards. We have been un- 
able to continue our highly-valued program of driver- 
training education. We have no school library, as such 

. and our public library is lacking in up-to-date ref- 
erence materials for use in high school research. 


Some improvements have been made over the pre- 
vious year, however, and everywhere... the resource- 
ful, imagination, and willingness to work have been 
apparent on the part of our students, faculty, and 
school board. 


By purchase and installation of a folding door (in 
our largest room) the school board has helped our 
classroom situation a great deal. They have also built 
a shower in the boys’ toilet, an item which has been 
badly needed for years. The greatest improvement, 
however, has been made by the assigning of one teach- 
er to a single grade, in all but one case. This has al- 
ready proved of benefit to those of our pupils who re- 
quire somewhat more than the usual amount of teach- 
er help, and I am sure that a great improvement will 
be seen in our Grade School, within a year or two. It 
would be well if one more teacher were available for 
the grades, since Mrs. Uhlman does double duty with 
the 83rd and 5th. This means that those particular 
pupils get only half of the instructional time to which 
they are entitled, and really need.

In the area of grounds improvement, our Student 
Council has undertaken a long-range program to im- 
prove the appearance and the recreational possibilities 
of the area around the school building. The owners of 
the Deer Park Drive-in Theatre have kindly given us 
the use of a portion of their holdings in the rear of 
the school, and in the combined areas, the Council has 
begun the development of its program. The Council 
took Second Prize in the last Roadside Improvement 
Contest, entering its picnic area, complete with shade 
trees, fireplace, and fish pools. Much remains ‘to be 
done, of course. 


Through a combination gift of the Student Council 
and the Graduating class of 1954, an automatic clock- 
buzzer system was purchased, and installed by Mr. 
Mellett. This has eliminated a great deal of confusion, 
and allows us to conduct the changing of classes with 
a minimum of wasted time. 


We have a much larger number of boys and girls 
actually competing in Intramural and Interscholastic 
skiing this year ... in spite of the fact that, due to 
increased demands on his time ait the ski school, Mr. 
Valar has not yet been able to work us into his sched- 
ule for children’s ski instruction. 


We have endeavored to further augment our lean 
extra-curricular program by the addition of informal 
girls and boys teams in Basketball. This sport has been 
well received by our pupils, and a considerable number 
of them show marked promise, in spite of the fact 
that we have no place to practice, and must play all 
games away from home. This, of course, presents a 
transportation problem. 


Our thanks are going to Principal Roger Stewart 
and the Lincoln School Board for allowing us to prac- 
tice in the Lincoln High Gym on those occasions when 
it was not in use... and also for allowing us to stage 
our W. H. S. Winter Carnival Ball in that gym, thus 
providing a grand climax to a week of clean, healthy, 
and exciting competition in some 29 events, indoors 
and out. 
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Our School, in cooperation with the State Dept. of 
Education, conducted a Firearms Safety Education 
Program, in which we had over 40 students enrolled. 
The largest group of these students was instructed by 
Mr. Daniel Brown, who also transported a good many 
of the youngsters home after classes. 


In our classromm, High School students, after 
testing the 100% turnover of teachers with a poor 
first- quarter performance, have shown a remarkable, 
if not entirely unexpected, improvement during the 
second quarter. Particularly in the Math and Commer- 
cial areas, the wealth of sure knowledge and teaching 
experience of Mr. and Mrs. Ramsden are beginning to 
“pay off.” Miss Israel has done a commendable job 
with our language and social studies classes, and has 
put much time and effort into our Dramatics Arts pro- 
gram, with one successful three-act play having been 
produced, and staged in Thornton, as well as locally. 
For the spring, an Actors’ Night has been planned, 
and will feature three one-act plays, giving more of 
our thespians a chance to perform onstage. 


In the Junior High School, we are conducting 
classes in Soap and Wood Carving, Fly-tying, Bench- 
Woodworking, and Silk-Screen Printing. These have 
been well received, in spite of many problems and in- 
consistencies in scheduling classes.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 
TO THE WOODSTOCK SCHOOL BOARD 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools of the School District of Wood- 
stock. 


I have not been with you long enough to make a 
thorough and comprehensive study of your school sit- 
uation, and this report will necessarily be rather short, 
but during the period that I have been here the fol- 
lowing things have come to my attention which may 
interest you. 


The elementary school situation in Woodstock 
seems ‘to be very good. There are adequate scholars’ 
supplies and textbooks, altho a number of textbooks 
are out of date and should be replaced. The Curriculum 
Foundation Series, which you use in reading, is a good 
one and the only recommendation I would make is that 
sometime in the future it be implemented with some 
supplementary tex'ts from other basal systems so that 
the children might have a wider variety in their read- 
ing. There is a need there for new arithmetic books 
which I hope we will be able to purchase before the end 
of this year, and new language books which I hope may 
be purchased next year. Due to increased enrollments 
for 1955-56 it will probably be necessary also to pur- 
chase some new school furniture. 


The opening of two rooms in the Woodstock school 
has proved to be very advantageous. It is very doubtful 
that so much in the way of school housing could have 
been secured for the expenditure that was required. 
Elementary school children have a distinct advantage 
where each teacher has only one grade, and you should 
be commended for doing this in Woodstock. Your teach- 
ers are competent and are doing a good job. 
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The High School situation in Woodstock is another 
matter, and I am very happy to see a committee work- 
ing on this problem. I have met with them and feel 
strongly that 'they will come up with some recommen- 
dations which will make it possible for our high school 
students to receive a better education with a more 
diversified curriculum. 


The operating costs of your high school are about 
75% above State averages per pupil and this, plus 'the 
lack of facilities for physical education, athletics and 
curriculum offerings, negates the holding power of the 
school. If you decide to continue to operate your high 
school for another year, it will be necessary, because 
of enrollment, to expend a considerable amount on new 
equipment and textbooks which at present are in poor 
condition. 


The Otis Quick Scoring Mental Ability Tests have 
been given to all pupils this Fall, grades 1 through 8, 
and in the Spring an achievement battery will also be 
given. It is not necessary to give mental ability tests 
every year, but in view of the fact that it has been 
some time since this was done, I deemed it wise to do so 
this year. In the future children will be given a similar 
test about every third year. Achievement tests should 
be given either once or twice each year as the results 
are very valuable in checking on the pupil and on the 
instruction he is receiving. 

My aim is to see that each schoo! child gets the 
maximum from each tax dollar, and I want you to feel 
free to consult with me or to ask for any professional 
advice that I may give you concerning your schools. 

I have enjoyed, and may I offer my appreciation 
of working with the School Board, teachers and citi- 
zens of Woodstock, and I wish to thank you one and all 
for making my work so pleasant.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT'S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 248, Laws of 1953, requires 
that school district annual reports show the total 
amount paid to the superintendent as per the following 
quotation: 


“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a super- 
visory union shall annually prepare a report 
showing the total salary paid to the superin- 
tenden't, which report shall show in detail the 
amount derived from the per capita tax and 
the amount paid directly by each school dis- 
trict in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valua'tion. One-half is pro- 
rated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
schools for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 dur- 
ing 1953-1954 received a salary of $5600 which was 
made up as follows: $2500 paid from the per capita 
tax, $3100 pro-rated among the several school districts. 
Allowance of $750 for travel within the union was also 
pro-rated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.
